Fltht, Michigam, September 13, 1888. 

The Detroit Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church convened in its Twenty-eighth Annual Session at 
9 o'clock this morning, in the Court Street Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, Flint, Michigan, Bishop William L. Harris 
presiding. The Bishop conducted the introductory religious 
services, reading the 53d Chapter of Isaiah, part of the 26th 
Chapter of Matthew, and the 834th Hymn, proceeding after 
singing, with the services of the Lord's Supper. He commit- 
ted the distribution of the elements, bread and wine, to T. J. 
Joslin, Presiding Elder, of Flint District, with the aid of the 
other Presiding Elders. 

After Sacramental service the Secretary of the last Con- 
ference called the roll, and the following 135 members 
answered to their names.

A communication from the Board of Bishops, on expenses 
of the next General Conference, reporting $700 as the amount 
apportioned this Conference, was read and referred to the 
Presiding Elders, with instructions to apportion the amount 
to their respective districts. 

A communication was received from the Book Committee 
reporting $2,081 apportioned to this Conference to meet the 
claims of the Episcopal Fund. It was referred to the Pre- 
siding Eiders, with instructions to apportion the amount to 
their respective districts. 

A. R. Bartlett submitted the following paper, signed by 
A. R. Bartlett, T. G. Potter, Jacob Horton, J. M. Fuller, and 



Whereas, at a ministerial gathering lately held at Minneapolis, SO ministers, 
claiming to represent the needs and wishes of North-western Methodism, resolved 
to memorialise the next General Conference for the removal of the time limit as 
regards the appointments of the preachers of the 11. E. Church; therefore 

Resolved, That in the judgment of the Detroit Conference the present Itinerant 
system of the Methodist Episcopal Church has secured such grand results In the 
past that changes should only be made upon the fullest demonstrations of need, 
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:e of bettor results; and that a change bo fraught with danger 
and promising ao little good as that proposed can well afford to wait for years of 
calm deliberation by the whole church. 

Resolved, That should the measure come before the General Conference, our 
delegates be and are hereby Instructed to oppose, and vote against, the removal of 
the time limit. 

A motion was made to amend by striking out bo much as 
refers to the convention of Minneapolis. Pending its discus- 
sion A. J, Bigelow submitted this as a substitute for the 
whole paper: 

it the time limit in the Pas- 
M removed. 

It was laid on the table. 

J, S. Smart submitted this as a substitute for the whole: 

Retained, That although we do not favor the removal of the tune limit In die 
usual annual appointments by the Bishop, yet we would favor each a change as 
would meet emergencies and extend the term of service when It would be plainly 
for the glory of God and the good of the church to do so. 

It was laid on the table. 

A motion to lay the proposed amendment on the table 
prevailed. 

A motion to lay the original document on the table was 
lost. 

The question for the adoption of the paper was submitted, 
and carried, by a large majority. 

The Secretary was instructed to insert in the Rules of 
Order, No. 20: "Two-thirds of the members present and 
voting, may order the previous question on a pending 
motion." 

The Rules of Order of the last session, thus amended, 
were adopted for the present session. 

The bar of the Conference was fixed at a line running 
across the church from the farther part of the third window. 

Leave of absence from the session of to-morrow was 
granted to G. W. Lowe and W. W. Ramsey. 

It was ordered by vote, that the report of the Committee 
on the Burnt District be made the order of the day for 
to-morrow, at 10 o'clock; also, that the election of Delegates 
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to the next General Conference be made the order of the day 
for Friday, at 10 o'clock. 

The parchments of Edward Steer, withdrawn at the last 
session, were returned to the Conference. 

A paper from the Board of Bishops, on "The Centenary 
of 1884," was read. 

A memorial from the Northwestern Indiana Conference 
to the General Conference was submitted. 

Both were referred to the Centenary Committee. 

A communication from the Freedman's Aid Society was 
read, and, with accompanying paper, submitted to the com- 
mittee on this interest. 

Communications pertaining to Conferenoe Claimants were 
referred to the appropriate committee. 

A motion that pastors, in announcing the amount of their 
Missionary Collections, also announce the number of members 
on their charges, was laid on the table. Another motion, 
that they announce the apportionment made, was also tabled. 

The Twentieth Question of the General Minutes, " Was 
the character of each Preacher examined ? " was now taken up. 

W. W. Washburn, Presiding Elder of Detroit District, 
submitted an encouraging view of the work of love on his 
district. His character was passed.

L. R. Fiske read the Annual Report of the Board of 
Trustees of Albion College, showing a much improved con- 
dition of its affairs. It was referred to tbe Committee on 
Education. 

L. R. Fiske read a report from a committee appointed by 
the Board of Trustees of Albion College to consider plans for 
the commemoration of the Centenary of American Methodism. 
It was referred to the Centenary Committee. 

S. Reed, Secretary, submitted the following report of the 
Trustees of Detroit Conference: 

Immediately after the election of the Trustees, in September, 1888, the Board 
met and organized by the election of A. F. Bourns, President; 8. Reed, Secretary; and 
J. H. Arnold. Treasurer. A Finance Committee was appointed, of S. Clements, A. 
R. Bartlett, and I. N. Elwood, with Hon. T. 0. Owen as advisor. Tbe annual meet- 
ing of the Board was held in the city of Flint, September 13, 1888. The Treasurer, 
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J. M. Arnold, presented his annual report, which consisted In a schedule of the 
assets of the Ministers' Endowment Fund of the Detroit Annual Conference. The 
schedule shows amount of principal and Interest to September 1, 1883, to be $16,070.46 , 
and to exist as follows :

The bsnk certificates are drawing: 4 per cent., and the notes and mortgagee 7, 8, 
and In one case, 10 per cent. Interest. 

The Finance Committee, through their Chairman, 8. dements, reported that 
they had carefully examined each Item of the securities, and believe them to be 
sound and ample. 

The Board recommended that the sum of $900 from the Interest Account be 
turned over to the Interest account of the Superannuated Preachers' Aid Society, to 
be disbursed by It according; to Its rules. 

The time of Trustees A. F. Bourns; R, 8. Partington, and L. H. Flake expires 
this year, and the Board respectfully nominated for election A. F. Bourns, L. H. 
Fluke, and C T. Allen.

On motion, the Secretary was instructed to oast the ballot 
of the Conference for the election of the Trustees nomi- 
nated; it was done, and they were declared dnly elected. 

The annual report of the Book Committee, signed by its 
Chairman and Secretary, was read. J. M. Phillips addressed 
the Conference on the general interests of the Book Concern, 
and the report was referred to the Committee on Periodicals. 

F. A. Blades, Chairman, reported that the committee 
appointed at the last Annual Conference on the subject of 
Haven Hall, at Ann Arbor, had been unable to deoide upon 
any measures to report to this session. On motion, the Com- 
mittee was continued. F. A. Blades, Arthur Edwards, W. W. 
Ramsey, M. W. Harrington, and C. B. Howell were consti- 
tuted the same. 

The special order of the day was taken up. Frances Berry, 
Secretary of the committee on "The Religious Interests of 
the Burnt District," read a detailed report of their work for 
the past year. 

On motion to continue the committee for the ensuing year 
to complete their work, O. J. Perrin moved as a substitute 
that the work be referred to the Committee on Frontier 
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Work. The substitute was laid on the table, and the motion 
to re-appoint prevailed. The report was referred to the 
Editor of the Michigan Christian Advocate, with request, for 
its publication. The committee, by vote, was asked to prepare 
a succinct statement of the aid received from the Church 
Extension Board, and publish the same in the Christian 
Advocate, of New York; also, in the Northwestern Christian 
Advocate, of Chicago, 111. 

The names of pastors whose characters had passed at the 
session of yesterday, and who had not reported Missionary 
Collections, were called and their collections reported. 

The Twentieth Question of the General Minutes " Was 
the character of each preacher examined? " was now resumed. 

Wm. J. Campbell was called and passed. He reported at 
length the work of love during the year on Adrian District.

He leaves a 
wife to whom he had been married about a year, his first wife having died several 
yeara ago. Ida, his only child, also survives him. 

By a strange and fatal collision on the Rome, Watertown 
!, near Carlyon, K. Y., at half-past nine o'clock in the dark 
o.tiuuK ui ju.j inn, ids, the spirit of Mrs. Ann, wife of Rev. Jacob C. Wortley. of 
the Detroit Conference, was Instantly ushered into the spirit world. Bhe had, the 
day before, left her own happy home in the village of saline, Mich., the place of 
her husband's pastorate, tor a short trip to the White Mountains, to gaie upon their 
scenery and to breathe mountain air. In an Instant the crash came, and Sister 
Wortley was carried to other mountains, and opened her eyea on other scenes, over 
which no dark cluud shall ever cast its dismal shade. It was not until the next Mon- 
day morning that the terrible news reached the husband and hia children that he 
was for the second time a widower. On that day ber mortal remains were brought 
home, and were carried to Unadllla, the place of her former home, and were laid 
to rest beside those of her parents and other relatives who had gone before. Mrs. 
Wortley'a maiden name was Bird. She waa born in Ann Arbor, Nov. 13th, 1880,

FRONTIER WORK. 

To the BiMhop and Manittn of thr. Detroit Annual Conference : 

Tour Committee on " Frontier Work" respectfully submit the following: 
When at our Session in 1878, this Conference adopted special measures for the 

Slanting of our Church in Northern Michigan, we anticipated only a temporary 
eparture from our regular system of operations. The expediency and wladom of 
the plan then Inaugurated has been fully demonstrated In the marked success which 
has crowned our labors, not only within tbe territory then appealing for aid, but 
more signally in the more Imperatrre necessities of that section, which waa rendered 
dependent and helpless by Hie disastrous tire of 1881. Our achievements upon the 
frontier during the last four years will ever constitute one of the grandest chapters 
in the history of Michigan Methodism. Our Church has shown Its readiness to 
respond to the appeal of our needy frontier population ; and the self -sacrificing 
labors of our ministry in "the regions beyond" prove that the heroic age of Meth- 
odism has not passed. Already not less than thirty-live church edifices stand as a 
memorial of the energy of our advance, the liberality of our people and tbe gener- 
ous aid of the Church Extension Society Yet these are a partial index only, of tbe 
real work which has been accomplished in penetrating the wilderness, rallying our 
scattered membership, organizing societies and charges, and establishing upon an 
enduring foundation the spiritual forces of the Church. 
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Id view of post appeals and the Imminent claims that will press upon the bene- 
volence of our people during the centennial year, we would now gladly resign our 
frontier to the regular agencies of the Church, did not the Imperative necessities 
of the territory which (he General Conference under the Great Head of the Church

Not only In the lower peninsula to which 
our appropriations have been chiefly directed, but in the large agricultural district 
embraced between St. Ignace. Sault Bte. Marie. Marquette, and Menominee River, 
settlers are pouring in at a rate which deflea our effectual care. A large proportion 
of these are of American birth, notably from Canada, and many are ofMethodist 
faith or proclivities. It Is needless to argue the advantages which we secure, both 
In the pecuniary aid of leading men, the loyalty of our former members, and 
enduring prestige in the oommunltr. hy being first in the field. We have acquired 
the undisputed honor of being a pioneer Church, and we have the men. the means, 
and we trust the Godly seal to "see that no man take our erown." But this is the

8. In addition to educational Institutions, we recommend to the Church the 
Chartered Fund and other associations which care for the support of the superan- 
nuated preachers; also the permanent funds of the various Church Boards, such is 
Missions. Church Extension, Sunday Schools and Tracts; also the Trustees of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, who are empowered to receive and administer, accord- 
ing to the will of the donors, any specific church funds; also benevolent Church 
institutions, such as Orphanages, Homes, and Hospitals which may be approved by 
the Annual Conferences. In all cases, however, their thank-offerings should he for 
permanent funds, ami should mil interfere wilii the contribution or disbursement 
of the annual collections. 

7. It Is not our right to dictate to any member of the Church either the object 
or the amount of his contribution. But we earnestly hope that in reviewing the 
history of the past, and in considering the great work which lies before us, eaofa 
member of the Church will esteem it a privilege to contribute to such enterprises 
as shall bless humanity in all coming time. 

8. We earnestly recommend that the year 1884 be one of special personal con- 
secration; that we may humble ourselves before God, and fervently plead for that 
precious baptism of the Holy Spirit without which nothing good or great can be 
accomplished.
